The English language claim set appears to describe a guiding 
device for a sliding door that uses a guiding rail with rollers or castors where at least one of 
the rollers or castors can be moved out of the guiding zone of the rail, characterized in having 
a rear roller that is turned in the opposite direction of the fastening, or having a castor on an 
axle, in order to move vertically with respect to the other rollers or castors so that the rear 
roller or castor may be extracted from the guiding zone of the guiding rail.
